He Don’t Like It! 


There are many seemingly negligible 
items in the breeding business that after all 
are very important, that reflect for good or 
bad as the case may be, not only in favor of 
the breeder himself but in many cases in- 
volve the welfare of the breed generally. 
One of these items is the matter of prompt 
delivery of pedigrees and transfers when a 
sale is made. Too often that little matter 
is cast aside for the moment to take care of 
something of greater importance, only to 
be forgotten and permitted to hang over 
until the purchaser demands them, and then 
its hurry on the part of the seller to get the 
papers into the hands of the recording as- 
sociation as quickly as possible, demanding 
at the same time immediate service, which 
in many cases cannot be rendered. The best 
way is to do it now. 

The following letter from a _ subscriber- 
advertiser reads like this and. points out 
something else that can easily be overcome. 
He writes: “I have a little bug in my bon- 
net that I should like to get out of there. 
I don’t like it. A number of your advertis- 
ers refuse to answer inquiries. I have had 
this happen to me several times and lots of 
times I really wanted some information that 
might have meant money to them. I can 
not understand why people who have some- 
thing to sell and will spend money to in- 
form the pubic for this fact, refuse to 
answer inquiries when they receive them. 
The only thing I can figure out is that they 
look up my rating and decide it is good 
business to just save their postage. In my 
particular case, this could easily be good 
business. I think it should be to the interest 
of every breeder of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
to inform the world of that fact and do ev- 
erything they could to induce new breeders 
to get their feet wet. 

“I know one case of a new breeder who 
went to a well known very fine herd to buy 
some real cattle for foundation material. 
After the owner had shown him several of 
the cheaper cattle, the new breeder was dis- 
gusted and quietly asked if he did not have 
some real cows for sale at this time, and the 
owner remarked that he had some but he 
was sure they would be too high for his 
prospective customer. The prospective buy- 
er just walked over to his car and drove 
away from the farm. Never again to be a 
prospect for any of this man’s cattle at any 
price. In this particular case the prospective 
buyer could have bought this breeder out 
several times over.”

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Taken From the Records 


It is easy to quote figures, or cite instan- 
ces, to prove almost any point. But unless 
the evidence presented is representative, 
and not hand-picked, it fails to be of value. 

International Live Stock Exposition rec- 
ords are a good instance of this. Records 
could be taken for a few steers, or for a 
year or two, and evidence could be presented 
to prove one, or several points. But from 
a practical standpoint such records mean 
little. But by taking all cattle in any clas- 
sification, and following the records back 
for several years, the chance for error and 
“happenstance” is greatly eliminated. An 
instance is the carlot fat cattle show at the 
International. A study of these records 
bring up at least two interesting points for 
the practical cattleman. 

“Weight for age” has been a common 
phrase in the cattle industry for some time. 
Actually it may not mean a great deal in 
itself. For unless the weight advantage is 
striking enough, or the selling price per 
pound favorable enough, it may not carry 
much of a story. For as long as steers are 
sold by the pound, practical cattlemen are 
interested in one thing—returns. And re- 
turns are based on price per pound, times 
weight. 

During the 10-year period 1932 to 1941 
there have been 377 carloads (of 15 steers 
each) representing the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed in the International carlot show. Av- 
erage weight of these Aberdeen-Angus 
steers has been 1094 pounds. In comparing 
this weight with the weight of steers of 
other breeds, it is safe to presume that all 
loads in a given classification will average 
very close to the same age. A good per- 
centage of the steers are of western origin, 
and where spring calving is the rule. 

During the same period there have been 
113 loads of Shorthorn ssteers in the Inter- 
national fat carlot show. These loads have 
averaged 1080 pounds—or 14 pounds less 
per steer than the Aberdeen-Angus. How- 
ever, weight alone, or “weight for age” 
does not determine cattle feeding profits. 
Selling price based on packer knowledge of 
average dressing percentages will produce 
wide differences in returns from steers of 
practically the same weight. In this case 
average prices paid by packers for the In- 
ternational carlot steers has been $13.67 per 
ewt. for Aberdeen-Angus and $12.42 for the 
other breed. This difference of $1.25 per 
cwt., based on an average weight of 1,000 
pounds, represents an Aberdeen-Angus ad- 
vantage of $12.50 per head. Over a 10-year 
period this has meant a sizeable premium 
to Aberdeen-Angus feeders. 

However, this premium was not paid by 
the buyer solely out of the goodness of his 
heart. Average dressing percentage of the 
carlot Aberdeen-Angus steers over the 10- 
year period tops all three breeds at 64.74. 
This higher dressing percentage, plus the 
carcass quality of Aberdeen-Angus steers as 
evidenced by forty carcass grand champion- 
ships out of forty-two International shows, 
are the factors that make it profitable for 
a packer to pay a premium for Aberdeen- 
Angus beef. And this premium, plus weight 
and early maturity, has made the feeding of 
Aberdeen-Angus steers a profitable venture 
for the commercial beef producer. 

More figures on weights and ages of 
steers can be found in the records of the 
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International junior feeding contest steers. 
For the year 1938, 1939, 1940 and 1941, 
there have been 548 Aberdeen-Angus steers 
shown, 348 Herefords, and 256 Shorthorns. 
Average age of the steers, computed from 
the International show catalogue, has been: 
Aberdeen-Angus seventeen months, seven 
days; Herefords, seventeen months, nine 
days; and Shorthorns, sixteen months, twen- 
ty-seven days. Average weights have been 
1067 pounds for Aberdeen-Angus, 1071 
pounds for Herefords, and 1011 pounds for 
Shorthorns. 

Figuring an average gain of two pounds 
per day, the “weight for age” comparison 
for Aberdeen-Angus and Herefords becomes 
the same—either 1071 pounds or 1067 
pounds, whichever you prefer. However, 
the average weight of the Shorthorn after 
discounting age is twenty-nine pounds light- 
er than for the Aberdeen-Angus or the 
Hereford at the same age. 

Average selling price of the junior steers 
has been $15.53 for Aberdeen-Angus and 
$15.00 and $15.19, respectively, for the oth- 
er two breeds. Figured on the adjusted 
weight for age, the Aberdeen-Angus would 
have averaged $163.78 per head against 
$160.05 and $156.60, respectively, for the 
other breeds. 

Guessing Aberdeen-Angus weight too low 
has long been a common failing. Having a 
scale handy is the best way to convince a 
skeptic that a Black steer will equal, or sur- 
pass, the weight of a competitor. Even then 
some men will hardly believe what they 
read. As a cattle buyer once said: “When 
I’m looking over a bunch of Aberdeen-An- 
gus I automatically make what I think is a 
long guess. Then remembering past ex- 
perience I add fifty pounds to this, only to 
find that after the cattle have gone over the 
scale that I was still too low.” 

When one can secure equal or superior 
weight with Aberdeen-Angus—plus_ the 
price packers will pay for Aberdeen-Angus 
quality—sufficient proof has been advanced 
that “it pays to breed and feed Aberdeen- 
Angus.”

ABERDEEN-ANGUS 
MARKET TOPPERS. 

Market-topping prices for Aberdeen-An- 
gus offerings was a feature of the cattle 
trade on leading markets the past month. 
W. A. Rafferty, of Newton County, Indiana, 
was on the Chicago market March 11 with 
fifty-seven head of home-raised and home- 
fed Aberdeen-Angus steers from his Green- 
acre Farm that topped the day’s trade at 
$17.00 per ewt. This choice consignment 
averaged 1,124 pounds. 

The following week on the Chicago 
market Charles Rundles, of Woodford Coun- 
ty, Illinois, set new steer and cow tops with 
home-bred, home-fed Aberdeen-Angus. Sev- 
enteen choice steers averaging 1,150 pounds 
sold at $17.50—a new 24-year March top 
in Chicago. In the shipment was a 1,310 
pound Aberdeen-Angus cow culled from the 
herd that sold at the highest price since the 
days of World War I—$15.50 per cwt.—or 
$203.05. Since starting with pure bred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus a few years ago, Mr. Rundles 
has never failed to top the market with his 
finished Blacks, or to set new tops.

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A Historical Sketch 


Intended to bring out some of the Highlights 
of the Careers of Two of America’s Most Con- 
structive Early Day Aberdeen-Angus Breeders

HIS HISTORICAL RESEARCH ma- 
Teena is submitted with the thought 

that it will be of interest to our present 
day breeders to learn of the operations of 
some of the early exponents of the breed 
who had faith in what was then a breed of 
cattle which had yet to establish its right 
to recognition as one of the major beef 
preeds of America. It was largely through 
the faith and efforts of these early pioneers 
that the “Doddie” has been able to march 
across the pages of American Live Stock 
History, in a succession of triumphs, which 
in the space of not more than three-quarters 
of a century, has placed the breed in a com- 
manding position amongst the beef breeds 


of this country. 


It has been proved, beyond a question of a 
doubt, that the slogan, ‘““The Fastest Grow- 
ing Beef Breed in America,” which was 
adopted by our Association not many years 
ago, was well chosen. The fact is that the 
Aberdeen-Angus is not only the fastest 
growing beef breed in America, but it is 
rapidly becoming the most important one as 
well. Today, when one takes up Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding, he immediately becomes a 
member of a vast and enthusiastic group 
which glories in the breed’s past outstand- 
ing achievements, and individually welcomes 
the opportunity of adding to them by his 


THE HON. W. A. McHENRY, whose Premier Herd 
at Denison, Iowa, produced the cattle that have serv- 
ed as the back bone for a major portion of today’s 
outstanding breeding herds; the breeder of EARL 
MARSHALL 183780, the World’s greatest breeding 
sire. Nearing the end of his eighties Mr. McHenry 
sold, intact, his famous herd to Escher & Ryan who 
retained the top individuals; the herd later passed 
into the hands of Pingrey Ranch, from there to Har- 
rison & Ryan, and then to Strathmore. In each of 
these transactions the predominating influence of the 
cattle retained were sons and daughters of the old 
bull and his great International Grand Champien son 
Blackcap Revolution. 
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own efforts as a 
breeder witha 
proud tradition to 


uphold. 
In the days of 
which I write, 


however, condi- 
tions were different. Aberdeen - Angus 
breeders were few and the breed was con- 
sidered as more of an oddity than as 
an important cog in beef cattle produc- 
tion. It was not then, as it is today, the 
popular thing to take up Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeding, on the other hand it required 
courage to champion this new and obscure 
breed in competition with the older and al- 
ready well established breeds. Perhaps, this 
is one reason why I have always had a pro- 
found admiration for these early breeders. 
From my earliest recollection of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle, two men have always 
stood out in my mind as leaders whose 
accomplishments should be an inspiration to 
others. I know that in my own young days 
as a breeder, I was both guided by their 
methods and inspired by their deeds. These

two men, Wallace Estill and William A. Mc- 
Henry, were contemporary breeders at a 
time when the breed was sort of emerging 
from a lull which had followed its first 
burst of popularity. They were not only 
contemporary breeders but the keenest of 
rivals, as well. This was particularly no- 
ticeable in their show ring activities and 
naturally this spurred them both on to their 
greatest efforts as breeders. It has always 
been my contention that show yard compe- 
tition is the chief incentive to herd improve- 
ment, and I don’t know of a better demon- 
stration of this belief, than the accomplish- 
ments of the two herds whose histories we 
shall now briefly examine. 

We shall first take up Mr. Estill’s herd, 
beginning where we left off some time back 
when we had arrived at the dissolution of 
his partnership with Hugh Elliott in 1886. 
Mr. Estill came from ancestry that loved 
the land and live stock, so his more than 
ordinary success as an Aberdeen-Angus 
breeder is not to be wondered at. He in- 
herited from his father who was an ex- 
tensive steer feeder, a farm in Howard 


County, Missouri, 
consisting of sev- 
en hundred acres 
of wooded past- 
ures and fertile farm land, an ideal setting 
for the great Aberdeen-Angus herd which 
was subsequently developed thereon. In 
time this farm, “Woodland”, became almost 
hallowed ground which was visited by the 
great and the near great. In fact, it is to- 
day, one of our real American Aberdeen- 
Angus shrines. It was here that many of 
the breed’s historic champions were either 
born or came into their greatest influence. 
Woodland and the names of Heather Lad 2d, 
Gay Blackbird, Gay Lad, 1¢*"_ Laird of Es- 
till, and many other great bulls, are insep- 
arable. And with the same sentiment we 
recall such famous Aberdeen-Angus females 
as Lucia Windsor, Lucy of Millsland, Black- 
bird of Woodland 2d, and Abbess of Turling- 
ton. 

When the Estill & Elliott partnership was 
dissolved in 1886, the cattle were divided 
between the two partners. Amongst those 
that went to Mr. Elliott was a group of 
Blackbird females which proved both prolific 
and profitable. Mr. Estill also got the des- 
cendants of Carry of Montbletton and some 
of the other most desirable members of the 
herd. As nearly as I can learn, however, 
the partnership cattle were pretty fairly 
distributed as to merit between the two 
partners. 

As partners they were ideal and the joy 
of this partnership was mutual. At the time 
of the dissolution, great regret was express- 
ed by many of their friends, it was really 
felt that the men were essential to each oth- 
er. They were both experienced in the fun- 
damentals of live stock improvement and 
were equally keen as judges of individuality. 
Mr. Estill, however, stood out in the quali- 
ties of salesmanship, power of discernment, 
and vision, all of which are of the utmost 
importance in reaching the highest rungs 
of the ladder in live stock breeding. 

The proof that both of these remarkable 
men were outstanding in their line, however, 
is evidenced by the fact that after their 
partnership relations were ended, one of 
them furnished Mr. McHenry with the pa- 
ternal grandsire of the unbeatable Earl 
Marshall, and the other with the maternal 
grandam of this later day illustrious sire. 

Mr. Estill began his independent show 
yard career in 1887 with the showing of 
“Dot” a steer by imported Bushranger and 
out of Carry of Montbletton. In recent Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Journal articles, considerable 
reference has been made to this first Aber- 
deen-Angus American Fat Stock Show 
champion, we shall, therefore pass him by 
now for some of Mr. Estill’s subsequent and 
more enduring achievements as a breeder 
which will be enumerated in future issues.

aryland for Quality 


This Story has to do with Hinchingham, historic old 
Eastern Shore homestead shown on today’s cover 
page. The home of Mr. and Mrs. Clifton Miller and 
their fine herd of Aberdeen-Angus Breeding Cattle. 
A pleasing bit of Hinchingham history and something 
about the Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the breeding herd.

INCHINGHAM—a balanced name, 

with considerable stateliness to it. 

Hinchingham is like that. And yet 
each part of the ancient farm called Hinch- 
ingham, when taken by itself, from home 
to barns and fields and woodlands, gives 
a feeling of warm coziness or practical sim- 
plicity. That gives one something to think 
about. Stateliness in a bull or a place or a 
life is a matter of balance. 

Hinchingham would lack balance were it 
not for its herd of black cattle, and the con- 
tinuous effort to improve that herd; or at 
least it would have to embrace some other 
all-out attempt for an improved agriculture. 
Fine old homes on the land lose their hearts 
and meaning, and balance, when the people 
in them do not have an intimate connection 
with that land about them, and an earnest 
and constant desire to improve that land 
and all on it to the utmost of their ability. 

Mr. Clifton Miller and Mrs. Clifton Miller 
have that interest, and exert that effort, 
and no doubt the old place rejoices—it looks 
as though it were rejoicing. It must have 
lived well to have such an air at such an 
age, for Hinchingham is old indeed; it was 
born under that name in 1659. Perhaps the 
Bay helps somewhat in keeping things 
youthful, for the great Chesapeake lies all 
along the farm, always changing its mood, 
always pattering about, or rushing about, or 
lying on its back in the sun, never old, and 
always making you conscious of its pres- 
ence. 

The house of Hinchingham, long, white- 
washed brick, rambling connectedly, rest- 
fully shaded on one side and brightly fac-. 
ing the Bay on the other, could be pleasur- 
ably written about at length. So could Mr. 
and Mrs. Miller. But as this is the Aber-

deen- Angus Journal, 
much as we might like 
to sit before the fire 
with this March wind 
blowing, we had _ best 
get on to the Hinching- 
ham herd. The home of this herd is more 
than self-sufficient; that is, it not only 
raises all the roughages and grains for ev- 
erything on the place, but also sells hun- 
dreds of bushels of first class seed wheat, 
barley, and much straw; and carries, raises 
and uses some beautiful hunters. Mr. Miller 
is joint M. F. H. of the local hunt, and the 
pack is maintained at Hinchingham. They 
are Eastern Shore hounds, of the strain 
supposed to stem from those kept by George 
Washington. I have heard that Eastern 
Shore hounds are hard-headed, and when in 
poor form will run anything from man to 
mole; but that when well trained they are 
as true and lasting a strain as can be found. 

The land is level, easily worked, and re- 
sponds to every bit of encouragement, in 
common with so much of the Eastern Shore. 
It seems a fit place for man and beast to 
live, with brisk weather and relaxing weath- 
er, early and late grass, and wild fowl over- 
head in the dusk. What the land does not 
offer can be freely taken by a lively man 
from the sea and the air. The natives of 
this region consider such a state of affairs 
their right, and are independent, proud and 
stubborn; and I hope will continue to be so 
despite Federal bribes. I once heard a Fed- 
eral Extension Agent (County Agent) tell 
a meeting of Eastern Shoremen that they 
were in grave danger of becoming peasants. 
I doubt if most of the men in the room had 
ever heard the word before, and figured it 
was something to hunt, shoot and eat. How- 
ever it turned out that a 
peasant was someone who 
did not sign up for all the 
government programs. So 
if you went home and 
thought about it, there 
were no peasants in Ger- 
many, Italy or Japan, but 
still a few in the old U. 
S. A. Oh well, let’s wait 
’til the war is over. 


Of the fifty cows now 
composing the Hinching- 
ham breeding herd, thirty 
are home-raised. The orig- 
inal purchase of twenty 
females was made from 
Andelot Stock Farm, a

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short distance up the Shore. These heifers 
were heavily Earl Marshall in background 
and carry much Hopley blood. The bull ge. 
lected to mate to these females was Epie 
Marshall 3d, a Bob Brown bull bought 
through Mr. W. Alan McGregor. This bull 
was a son of Epic Baron, he by Bar Qual- 
ity, son of Quality Marshall 3d by Ear! Mar. 
shall. The dam of Epic Baron, Erica Epic 
3d, was also by the champion Quality Mar. 
shall 3d. The dam of Epic Marshall 34, 
Erica Energy B. 50th, was by Elite Mar. 
shall, also by Earl Marshall; while her dam 
Erica Energy of Glen Mary was by the well- 
known Enlate. This bull was very similar 
to the heifers in background, and he bred 
well with them, giving a uniform lot of use- 
ful regular producers to the herd. 


Mr. Miller undertook from the start to 
keep a careful record of both the individual 
characteristics and rate of growth of each 
animal produced in the herd; and these re- 
ords have already brought forth some in- 
teresting comparisons in strains in the herd. 


Far too little attention is usually paid to |. 


rate of growth of young animals in similar 


environmental conditions; and yet this is | 


after all almost the most important angle 
of our business. 


When the daughters of Epic Marshall 3d 


were old enough to breed my personal in _ 


terest in the herd became more settled, be 
cause a Wickwire bull was purchased. This 
was Politician of Wickwire, a smooth meaty 


bull with a very friendly disposition. Poli- 
tician is by the dependable sire Evilesco of | 


Page, he by Revolution Blackcap out of the 
imported cow Early Verdict of Kinermony. 
Evilesco of Page in a few short years won 
himself a solid place in the Eastern Aber- 
deen-Angus history of the time, and col 
tinues to make that place more secure. He 
sired many first place and champion all 
mals in nearby competitions, who have since 


reproduced most profitably; and twice he 


sired the winning get at the Maryland 
Breeders’ Show, as his sire had once. Reve- 
lution Blackcap was by the International 
grand champion Revolution 7th, he by th 
International grand champion Blackcap 
Revolution, by Earl Marshall, prince o 
sires. The dam of Politician was by Br 
thian, he by Perinthian, one of the highest 
priced Aberdeen-Angus bulls of all time, ii 
ported by Dr. Huggins after being chall- 
pion abroad, and later made Internatiom 
grand champion here. Once again Mr. Mi 
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ler seems to have made a good choice, for 
Politician bred well, and his daughters are 
making pleasing additions to the herd and 
very good sale material. One of the best of 
his sons, Blackcap Lad of Hinchingham, was 
retained for service. This bull is out of the 
Hopley cow Blackbird Best Blackeyes, she 
by Blackcap Echo Quality, by Quality Mar- 
shall 3d. This young bull is considered at 
Hinchingham to be a better animal than 
his sire, although the sire is in great favor. 


The next purchase of a bull for the herd 
prompted me to offer this little herd-his- 
tory to the Journal, for I consider it a trans- 
action that will be of importance not only 
to Hinchingham and myself, but to the 
breed in the East. This was the purchase 
of Banshee 2d of Wickwire, full brother to 
Banshee of Wickwire in the W. A. Ham- 
mond herd, and half brother to Robert the 
Bruce of Wickwire at LeBaron. The an- 
cestry of Banshee of Wickwire was noted 
in the Journal before, but it is a record 
that will bear repeating in the case of his 
full brother. 

Banshee 2d of Wickwire is by the import- 
ed bull Bemaster of Dalmeny, who came to 
Wickwire Farm from the Earl of Rosebery, 
Dalmeny Park, Edinburgh. Bemaster of 
Dalmeny was purchased in dam by the Earl 
of Rosebery at the Ballindalloch dispersion 
in 1934. As a senior calf he was shown at 
Perth, the greatest display of young bulls 
in the British Isles, where classes often run 
over a hundred head in numbers. At this 
show he was supreme champion, and was 
also in the champion groups of three and 
two bulls, winning the Auctioneers’ Cup. He 
then went into service at Dalmeny, and was 
not returned to the ring until he was a four 
year old, in 1939, when he was shown in the 
two greatest shows of breeding animals of 
both sexes in Britain, the Highland and 
Agricultural Society show at Edinburgh, 
and the Centenary show of the English Roy- 
al at Windsor. At both of these shows, 
despite over two years of service, he was 
supreme champion male, winning the Bal- 
lindalloch Cup, the Harviestoun Cup, the 
Guerrero Cup, and the Special Centenary 
Gold Medal for best bull of the breed. He 
came by his success by right, being corn- 
posed solely of the best blood of Ballindal- 
loch. At the same 1939 Highland at which 
he was supreme male champion, his full sis- 
ter one year older was second prize aged 
female. His sire, Elmore of Ballindalloch, 
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grand champion bull.

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The Urgent Need for More High Protein Feeds 


A Joint Statement by Claude R. Wickard, Secretary 
of Agriculture; and J. A. McConnell, Chair- 
man of Feed Industry Council. 


EVER IN HISTORY has there been 
N such a demand by the whole world for 

all the foods that the farmers of 
America can produce. Of all these foods, 
those most needed are milk, eggs, and meat. 
These are the high protein foods. 


To produce high protein foods efficiently, 
high protein feeds are needed—such as soy- 
bean meal, cottonseed meal, tankage, fish 
and meat meals. On a tonnage basis, these 
feeds make up only about three per cent of 
the total live stock feed supply of the coun- 
try other than roughage. But from a pro- 
duction standpoint the high protein feeds 
rank number one, for when used rightly 
they step up the efficiency of all other 
feeds. 

This season about ten and one-half mil- 
lion tons of the high protein feeds are avail- 
able. This is slightly more than a normal 
supply. Yet the urgent need for these ma- 
terials for feeding poultry, dairy cows, hogs, 
and beef cattle—in order that farmers may 
produce as they have never produced be- 
fore—has created a need and a demand for 
these high-protein concentrates far beyond 
our present supplies. Such a situation calls 
for cooperative action on the part of the 
farmer, his government, and his suppliers of 
poultry and stock feeds. 

To deal successfully with this wartime 
problem we must have a program that will: 
(1) Provide, as far as possible, for con- 
tinued high production of milk, eggs and 
meat; (2) Spread fairly the available sup- 
plies of our high-protein concentrates over 
the more plentiful grains so that there is no 
waste. 


Feed manufacturers and dealers, both 
private and cooperative, realizing that war 
emergencies demand the unusual, organized 
a Feed Industry Council to deal with this 
situation. It represents every segment of 
the feed industry. This Council, after mak- 
ing a thorough study of the situation, and 
after many consultations with the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture officials, worked out a 


program for conserving anij

Specifically the voluntary conservation program, which is designed to permit 
maximum production of meat, milk and eggs with available supplies of high protein 
— places these percentage limits upon the animal protein ingredients used 
in feeds: 

POULTRY: All-mash growing or laying diets, 1 1/8%; chick and duck starters 
and broiler mashes, 2%; all-mash broiler diets, growing. or laying mashes fed with 
grain, 244%; turker starters, 242%; breeding mashes fed with grain, 442%; and 
poultry supplements and concentrates as follows: 26% protein, 3.375% animal pro. 
tein; 32% protein, 442%; 36% protein, 5%. 

SWINE: Hog fatteners, 1.5% sow and pig feeds, 2%; hog supplements fed 
with grain, 3%; sow and pig feeds fed with grain, 4%. 

CALVES: Calf starters, 3%; calf starters fed with grain, 6%. 

“All protein ingredients, whether animal, marine, or vegetable,” the program 
states, “should be mixed with other feedstuffs to obtain maximum results and more 
complete utilization of the protein and should not be fed separately.” 

It calls for limiting “total protein content of dairy feeds to 16 per cent as fed 
to cows, except in cases where only grass hay, cereal hay or fodders, or silages made 
from the same crops are available, when 18 per cent is permissible, with tolerance 
not to exceed 1 per cent. 

“Where legume hay is available, the protein content of the dairy feeds as fed to 
the cows should be limited to a grain ratio containing from 12 to 16 per cent protein 
—depending upon the quality of the hay.”

to 1000 pounds, will eventually mean 1,000. 
000 pounds of New England-grown quality 
beef. Of course the tops of this crop will 
be held for breeding purposes, but the 
greatest part will be beef destined for the 
block—a substantial contribution to the New 
England beef supply. At the present time 
New England beef raisers are to a great 
extent dependent on buyers who are accus- 
tomed to find native beef only of “canner” 
or “sausage bull” quality. The association 
hopes to aid New England beef producers 
in securing more advantageous markets by 
building up a reputation for “New England 
Beef” and convincing beef buyers that New 
England-grown quality beef deserves 
premium. 

Members of the new association report an 
extraordinary demand not only for beef but 
also for breeding stock. Many new herds 
have been started in New England recently 
and scores of inquiries concerning the best 
way of getting started in beef cattle have 
been received by New England breeders. 
Many of these come from dairy farmers 
who, because of labor shortages or for other 
reasons, are interested in the possibilities 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle as a means of in- 
creasing their farm income. Some members 
of the association report that this year’s 
calves have already been spoken for, even 
before they are born. 

The new association includes breeders 
from every New England state except Con- 
necticut where a state Aberdeen-Angus As- 
sociation was formed last year. Dues of the 
Northern New England Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association are $5.00 per year and 
anyone interested in Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
may join.

TIS ALWAYS A PLEASURE to attend 
I the annual banquet and sale held each 

spring by the South Dakota breeders. 
On Tuesday evening, April 6th, a large 
group of breeders and their families, plus a 
number of visitors, gathered at the Cataract 
Hotel, Sioux Falls, for an informal banquet 
followed by a large number of excellent 
talks given by the men who were respon- 
sible for this good offering, and others 
made by the visitors at this event. 

The banquet tables were arranged in 
horse shoe shape, with the speaker’s table 
being at the end of the two rows of tables 
where were seated the guests of the eve- 
ning. Mr. Snide, toastmaster and master of 
ceremonies was a member of the Sioux Falls 
Chamber of Commerce and welcomed the 
folks to the city for the spring sale. This 
was the first South Dakota state sale to be 
held at Sioux Falls. Previous sales had been 
held at the State College, Brookings, but 
due to the restrictions on travel these men 
decided to hold this spring’s sale at Sioux 
Falls, more centrally located to the consign- 
ing breeders and easier to reach by the at- 
tending buyers from Nebraska, Minnesota 
and Iowa. 

Mr. Richard Sawyer, secretary of the 
South Dakota Breeders’ Association gave 
the address of welcome.

The Urgent Need for 


More High Protein Feeds 
(Continued from page 28) 

animal to be fed. It is based on voluntary 

action on the part of feed dealers, feed man- 

ufacturers, and farmers in cooperation with 

the United States Government. 


The Department of Agriculture through 
the USDA War Boards and the Agriculture 
Colleges will conduct a program to: (1) Ex- 
plain the plan to farmers and ask their full 
cooperation; (2) Promote production of 
more protein on the farms by encouraging 
farmers to grow more soybeans, improve 
their pastures, make better use of pastures. 
cut hay early, and follow other sound prac- 
tices. 

The Feed Industry Council, for its part, 
will carry the program through a series of 
meetings to all feed manufacturers and dis- 
tributors to the end that they may: (1) 
Conserve protein in accordance with the pro- 
gram; (2) Help farmers use the feeds 
properly. 

The conservation program will not create 
one pound more of high-protein feeding in- 
gredients in total, but it will use what we 
have effectively and, we believe, without 
seriously impairing efficient production of 
animal products. 

It is our belief there are sufficient 
amounts of high-protein feeds so that poul- 
trymen, dairymen, and live stock men can 
fo ahead with their plans for high produc- 
ion. 

The U. S. Department of Agriculture and 
the Feed Industry Council join in this re- 
quest that you—the farmers, the feed dis- 
tributors, and the feed manufacturers—co- 
operate in adapting your individual pro- 
grams to these conservation measures. Only 
through this cooperation can we produce the 
highly important foods—meat, milk, and 
eggs—in the amounts so urgently needed by 
our armed forces, our allies, and our civilian 
population. 


Cattle Grubs 


Are Saboteurs 


Cattle grubs are the Nation’s No. 1 Cat- 
tle Production Enemy, for they destroy 
meat and leather vitally needed to win the 
War. Elimination of cattle grubs is a sure 
way for live stock growers to quickly and 
profitably increase production of meat and 
leather in 1943. 

Last year, cattle grubs caused the con- 
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demnation by the federal inspection service 
of some eleven and three-fourths million 
pounds of beef trimmed from the highest 
priced cuts, ribs and loins. This is an 
amount of meat sufficient to supply a city 
of 100,000 persons for a whole year. In 
1941, some five and three-fourths million 
hides, or thirty-five percent of all cattle 
hides sold, had a cut-out loss from grubs. 
These hides were enough to keep shoes on 
nine million marching men for an entire 
year. Let’s not allow grubs to feed in our 
herds, to decrease profits and needed sup- 
plies of meat, milk and leather. 


The life cycle of the grub extends over 
a long period of time and consistent treat- 
ment is the most effective method of fight- 
ing grub. The old dipping vat method is 
often used but this requires a lot of labor 
and one treatment is hardly sufficient to 
control grub. Many live stock men are in- 
stalling automatic currying and dipping 
machines to combat this pest. Once in- 
stalled, the machine requires little attention 
aside from keeping the can filled with a 
medicated dip oil. Cattle are able to curry 
and oil themselves as often as they care to. 
The stiff brushes work the medicated dip oil 
to the place where it is needed to destroy 
grub. Cattle like to use this machine and 
often you’ll see them lined up waiting their 
turn. 

This type of grub elimination equipment 
is available commercially, being manufact- 
ured under War Production Board priority 
on materials by Automatic Currying and 
Dipping Machine Co., Pender, Nebraska.

Thirty-Seven Years in the Breeding of Aberdeen-Angus Cattle 
in the Great Smoky Mountain area of Eastern Tennessee an 
Old Timer gives Advice to the Younger Breeders. A Story of 
how it Pays to Stick to the Job with Aberdeen-Angus Cattle. 


By V. G. VICKERS, Clinton, Tennessee 


LOUNT COUNTY, located in the foot- 

hills of the Great Smoky Mountains of 

Eastern Tennessee, is known over a 
large portion of the Southeast as the home 
of good Aberdeen-Angus cattle. The repu- 
tation of this area is largely due to the in- 
fluence of Mr. John S. Hitch, called the “Old 
Timer” by some of his neighbors who breed 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle, and by many cattle- 
men who know him as “‘Honest John.” He 
got the former title by being 
the first really enthusiastic 
breeder of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle of this section of the 
country, and having produced 
them the longest period of 
time. He is called “Honest 
John” by those who know 
him best, because of his fair 
and truthful way of dealing 
with other cattle men, espec- 
ially during auction sales.

Mr. D. H. Griffitts, and Prof. H. R. Dun- 
can, often cooperated with him in the sales. 
Mr. Hitch also sold many animals at private 
treaty, and helped other nearby breeders of 
his home county and adjoining counties sell 
pure bred animals. If he thought another 
breeder near him had an animal that would 
please a prospective purchaser, he would 
often go with the prospect to the other herd 
to see such animal. He has often helped 
buyers from other states select car loads of 
breeding stock from his neighbors herds, 
most of which have kept the same blood 
lines as represented in his herds, and sev- 
eral got their start from him. 

During the past four years, Mr. Hitch has 
cooperated with several other breeders in 
conducting cooperative public sales. He has, 
of course always sold cattle at private 
treaty whenever buyers came to his farm, if 
his animals were not already listed for an 
auction sale. 

During his years of experience as a breed- 
er, prices of pure bred cattle have varied 
from close to commercial beef animal prices 
to one auction sale that averaged approxi- 
mately $500.00 per head. He says that he 
had one hundred fifty head of registered 
females in 1922, which was his largest num- 
ber at any one time. He knows his cattle, 
and can call each of them by name. He also 
knows the names of most of the grand 
champion winners at the International for 
the past twenty years, and the pedigrees of 
many of them. A few years ago, he sold a 
yearling heifer through an auction sale to 
Mr. C. W. Peak, a breeder in a nearby coun- 
ty. Four years later, he went to the Peak 
herd to buy the cow for the blood lines she 
represented, and Mr. Peak says Mr. Hitch 
picked the cow out in a group of twenty-five 
or more cows in the pasture. 

Mr. Hitch says he has had “ups and 
downs” with cattle and finances during his 
years as a breeder, but has always had con- 
fidence in Aberdeen-Angus cattle, and other 
men who admire and breed them, during low 
prices as well as high, and plans to produce 
them as long as he lives. Just at the time 
when he was getting a large producing herd, 
he bought a cow from another state that 
introduced tuberculosis into his herd about 
1923. This disease cost him thirty-nine head 
of good breeding cows, and one of the best 
herd bulls he ever owned before he got his 
herd free of the disease. That loss, togeth- 
er with depressed prices that followed after 
World War I, caused him serious financial 
reverses. He says he lost everything, ex- 
cept the spirit to go ahead, faith in Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle, and the friendship of his 
neighbors and other cattle men. In 1932, he 
gave up his home farm, most of his cattle, 
settled with his creditors on friendly and 
most congenial terms, and started all over 
again on a rented farm with a dozen cows, 
and twenty other cows owned by a local 
bank, which he bargained for on a credit. 
He entered into the new venture in life with 
all the enthusiasm of a twenty-one-year-old 
man ‘just beginning life as a cattle breeder. 

During the past ten years, when prices of 
registered cattle have been better, he bought 
8362 acres of land on a credit, made some 
improvements on it, and recently disposed 
of enough of it to pay off the balance due 
on the original purchase price, built a mod- 
ern comfortable home, and has 260 acres left 
with twenty-five head of the best registered 
Aberdeen-Angus he has ever owned. 

When asked what suggestions he would 
offer to younger breeders, he said if he were 
going to offer any advice, he would recom- 
mend that they play the game fair, deal 
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honestly with all men, know their cattle, 
love their cattle, and feed them well. 

The home life of the Hitch family has not 
been neglected. Their many friends and 
relatives always find a friendly greeting 
of truly Southern hospitality that makes one 
feel that life is worth while. He and his 
good wife have reared five daughters and 
three sons. Two sons are now serving in the 
armed forces. He taught school as a young 
man, until he learned that he could support 
his family better as a farmer and cattle 
man. He and Mrs. Hitch encouraged their 
eight children to get all the school training 
they could,and supported them through High 
School. Three financed themselves through 
four years of college, and two through busi- 
ness college. All have established homes of 
their own. He and Mrs. Hitch are now 
proud of their several grand children, and 
usually have something interesting to tell 
their friends about some of them.

WHEAT FARMER TURNS 
TO ABERDEEN-ANGUS. 


“T am past fifty years” writes 

er, of Canton, Kansas, “but with cane { 
just a beginner. Tried to make a livin 
raising wheat for twenty-five years be 
was not getting anywhere. In June of 1991 
I bought ten Aberdeen-Angus heifers tron 
Johnson Workman, of Russell, Kansas Lik 
ed them so well that in November of the 
same year I borrowed enough money to by 
eleven heifers and a bull of A. J. Schuler ! 
Junction City. Have had good luck, onj 
lost three head since I started. Only aids 
few in 1940 and 1941 because I kept all the 
heifers. In 1942 I sold twenty-eight cows 
and heifers for $2520.00. That is not such 
big price now with cattle as high as they 
are. I believe I made a mistake in not pay- 
ing a little more and getting the papers on 
them and keeping them up. My herd now 
consists of twenty-five cows and heifers and 
the bull that I bought of Fred Chilen, of 
Miltonvale. Will appreciate anything yoy 
can tell me about raising better cattle.” 
Looks to the Journal like Mr. Schuler is 
well on the way to growing better Aber. 
deen-Angus. Constant improvement will be 
made through the use of better bulls on each 
succeeding generation. It is well to remen- 
ber too that feed is an important factor in 
the development and maintenance of any 
breeding herd. Calves should be pushed 
from the beginning to give them an oppor- 
tunity to show what sort of stuff they are 
made from.

Cyrus L. Dyer, Indianapolis, Indiana, 
writes: “We have only one pure bred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus on the place—a bull. We 
have a herd of whitefaced cows that will 
soon begin to drop the third crop of calves 
from this bull. We are quite enthusiastic 
about our black calves with white faces. It 
may not sound ethical to an Aberdeen-An- 
gus man, but personally I think there are 
great possibilities for a more extended use 
of this cross. For every farmer that is in- 
terested in the pure bred business there are 
dozens that are interested only in beef pro- 
duction. You, yourself will admit, probably 
that the Aberdeen-Angus is the best beef 
breed, but you know too that a farmer can- 
not go into the yards just any day, and buy 


a bunch of Aberdeen-Angus feeders. I can, 
however, buy whitefaced heifers, breed them 
to an Aberdeen-Angus bull and raise a crop 
of crossbred feeders on my own place.”

owned by L. R. Kershaw. This was the top 
bull of the auction and was purchased dur- 
ing the auction by Mr. B. J. Rhoades, Enid, 
Oklahoma. In the aged bull class another 
Kershaw bull stood at first place, this was 
Burgess J. 2d, a son of Jahn Joana, and one 
of the top bulls of the auction. 

The judging of the females was quickly 
over aS there were not many females listed 
in this Oklahoma sale. First place junior 
heifer calf was Angus Valley Blackbird 
Jule, a very choice heifer from Jay Walk- 
er’s farm. The senior heifer class was head- 
ed by Miss Edwina Master 5th, one of the 
good females from the Oklahoma A. & M. 
College. In the junior yearling class an en- 
try from the Barrier herd, Eureka, Kansas, 
stood in first place, this was Eroria 30th of 
Dalebanks. The first place aged cow was 
Queen Lillie 10th with a dandy calf at side 
dropped January 3, 1943, a female con- 
signed to the sale by Thompson Broth- 
ers, Hunter, Oklahoma. 

This show concluded the exhibition of the 
sale cattle. Every animal was placed in each 
class and the placings made were used in 
making up the selling order for the sale that 
afternoon. This was a war time show, made 
possible only by exhibiting the cattle that 
were listed for the sale and every animal 
shown was sold. To lend more realism to 
the war time exhibition were the many four 
engined bombers that droned overhead the 
entire morning as the cattle were being 
placed. The cattle were shown just south 
of the barns and the shadows of the heavy 
ships kept drifting across the yards. I ex- 
pect many of the members of their crews 
looked down and wondered what kind of a 
show was taking place and that some of the 
boys from the airbase were cattle minded 
was evident during the sale that afternoon 
when several boys in uniform took seats at 
the ringside and watched the cattle divided 
among the buyers present. 

The sale started promptly at one o’clock 
with an opening talk by Mr. Tomhave and 
one by Lt. Gov. J. E. Berry, who clerks all 
the pure bred sales held at Oklahoma City. 
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Col. Roy G. Johnston, Belton, Missouri, was 
on the block and cried a very snappy sale 
that proved to be the best event ever known 
to the breeders consigning to the state auc- 
tion. 

The fifty bulls sold first, briaging a total 
of $15,870.00 for an average of $317.40. The 
top selling bull was Even Revolution K. 
637360, a son of Revolution 100th consigned 
by Mr. Kershaw and purchased by B. J. 
Rhoades, Enid. Two bulls tied for second 
high, one Burgess J. 2d, another Kershaw 
entry selling to Q. P. Schreck, Tulsa, for 
$800.00 and the other was Elban Revolution 
of Sunbeam 647164, consigned by S. C. Ful- 
lerton and selling to S. P. Swigert, Valley 
Mills, Texas, for $800.00, these three bulls 
were the highlights of the bull auction. 

Twenty-six females were easily distribut- 
ed at an average price of $328.84, with the 
first five head selling around the five hun- 
dred dollar mark. The top animal was the 
sixth heifer in the ring and she really rang 
the gong. She was Pride C. of Envious 
707559, a daughter of Envious Blackcap B. 
6th and sold bred to one of the good sons 
of Envious Blackcap B. 6th. She was con- 
signed by C. W. Corbin and sold to Charles 
T. Bates, Ada, Oklahoma for $1,500.00. 

Two commercial breeders were present to 
select herd bulls. Hugh Smith, Okmulgee, 
selected ten head and Butram & Pope, 
Welch, Oklahoma, picked sixteen head, both 
parties averaging about three hundred dol- 
lars a head on the animals they selected for 
commercial purposes. The report of the 
sale follows, every animal sold is listed.

-43837. Glenelg Prince Middlebrook and 


Glenelg Prince Comus were the most ex- 
tensively used of all the sons of Middlebrook 
Prince 33d. 

“In addition to the sons of Middlebrook 
33d, the following bulls were used in the 
breeding herd: Prizemere 189th -51214-, by 
Prizemere 50th, was used for a short time; 
Heatherbrook Prince 17th -54026-, by 
Heatherbrook Prince 4th -48290-, and out of 
Rosaprize 3d _ -48779-; Revolution 68th 
-48764-, by Revolution 40th and out of Flora 
Marshall 4th -41690-; Glenelg Eventuation 
-51421-, by the Chicago International grand 
champion Eventuation of Page -44880-, and 
out of Karama of Glencarnock 7th -44977-; 
and Burgess General of Ada -57763-, by 
General of Ada 483257, and out of Miss Bur- 
gess Bouquet 5th 451317. The last named 
is the only completely unrelated bull that 
has been extensively used. Ever since Mid- 
dlebrook Prince 33d was purchased we have 
tried to intensify his blood in our herd, first 
by using him on as many cows as possible, 
then by following a policy of line breeding 
with his sons and we know that we have 
cattle that will faithfully reproduce their 
own type if they are given a proper chance 
to do so.” 


“Middlebrook Prince 33d -32553- made the 
Glenelg herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle what 
it is today. For that reason a study of the 
breeding of this bull and his achievements 
will enable us to fully appreciate the high 
merit of the cattle which are catalogued. 


“Middlebrook Prince 33d was born on 
April 21st, 1923. He was bred by Lowe & 
Heibein, Elora, Ontario. I saw him at the 
farm when he was only a few months old 
and he was an impressive looking calf. I 
saw him again in December, 1923, when as 
judge at the Ontario Winter Fair, Guelph, 
Ontario, I awarded him the championship in 
the bull section of the Aberdeen-Angus 
show. He was sired by Middlebrook Prince 
24th -27772-, by Middlebrook Monarch 
-12418-, and he was out of Middlebrook 
Pride 30th -24263-, by the same sire. His 
sire was a very impressive bull when I saw 
him as a yearling, but he died before his 
worth was fully established. His dam was 
a grand cow, Middlebrook Monarch -12418-, 
his double grandsire, was the thickest flesh- 
ed Aberdeen-Angus bull that I ever saw. He 
was a grandson and his dam was a grand- 
daughter of the great Mulben Pride bull 
Prince Bravo -4503-, which the late J. D. 
Larkin, Queenston, Ontario, imported in 
1910 to head his newly founded herd. Mid- 
dlebrook Monarch was by Jock of Glen- 
cairn and out of an imported Pride of Aber- 
deen cow and his dam was by Black Abbott 
Prince and out of another imported cow. 
This concentration of the blood of Prince 
Bravo (imp.) -4503- in the veins of Middle- 
brook Monarch was further intensified in 
Middlebrook Prince 33d, when Middlebrook 
Pride 30th was mated with Middlebrook 
Prince 24th. On his dam’s side Middlebrook 
Prince 33d is directly descended from Pride 
2d of Lynmore (14947), by Provost of Lyn- 
more (6353), which cow was imported by 
Mr. James Bowman, Guelph, Ontario, in 
1902. Pride 2d of Lynmore only had one calf 
in this country and this calf was imported in 
dam. The calf Elm Park Pride 2d (imp.)

ee ee ee 
-1818-, by Proud Epeus (18425), was pur- 
chased by Mr. John Lowe, Elora, Ontario, for 
whom she was a most valuable cow. All Mid- 
dlebrook Prides and Middlebrook Princes are 
descended from her. With breeding of such 
merit Middlebrook Prince 33d was destined 
to be great. 

“When he was two years of age Middle- 
brook Prince 33d was sold by his breeders 
to George McAllister & Son, Guelph, On- 
tario. His new owners exhibited him at the 
Royal Winter Fair in 1925, where he was 
first in the two year old class and senior 
champion bull. At the Canadian National 
Exhibition in 1926 he was grand champion 
bull and after the shows of 1926 he was re- 
tired to the breeding herd. He was a show 
bull, but not a great show bull. 


“I was personally greatly impressed by 
Middlebrook Prince 33d from the first time I 
saw him. He was, in my opinion, good in the 
places where it means the most. He had a 
short, wide, masculine head, a smooth well 
laid in tail head and a wealth of natural 
flesh over his quarter, loins and fore ribs. 
However, it was as a breeding bull and not 
as a show bull that he made his mark. 

“Within two years from the time he was 
purchased by Mr. McAllister his get began 
to make an impression in the show ring. 
By 1928 and until the end of the show sea- 
son of 1930 his get dominated the shows 
of Eastern Canada under many different 
judges, including two from Scotland. In 
1930, Mr. McAllister sold Middlebrook 
Prince 33d, to the Canadian Pacific Railway 
to head the Glenelg herd at Coaldale, Al- 
berta. 

“At Coaldale he made an even greater 
impression than he did in the Aberlour herd 
owned by McAllister. The cattle catalogued 
will speak for him, but they cannot tell of 
the achievements which the records reveal. 
A brief, but incomplete survey of available 
show reports indicates that from 1927 to 
1940 both inclusive, the get of Middlebrook 
Prince 33d won the following major prizes 
at leading Canadian Exhibitions: One hun- 
dred eleven first prizes in classes for sin- 
gle animals; twenty-three first prizes in 
the get-of-sire class; eighteen second prizes 
in the get-of-sire class, and seventeen third 
prizes in the get-of-sire class; thirty-six 
championships and twenty-three grand 
championships. This survey does not include 
the prizes won in the steer classes, or the 
herd and group classes other than the get- 
of-sire class and as already stated it is in- 
complete. 

“Any breeder of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
should consider himself fortunate if during 
his lifetime he produces one bull of the cali- 
bre of Middlebrook Prince 33d. If a breeder 
produces several such bulls he will be 
among the immortals. The first herd of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in North America 
was established at Guelph, Ontario, in 1876. 
That is sixty-seven years ago and the prog- 
ress that has been made with the breed on 
this continent is confined to those years. 
Canadian breeders have made a great con- 
tribution. Many of them have produced ani- 
mals of very high merit. I believe, howev- 
er, that when the record is finally written 
it will be shown that only a few have pro- 
duced bulls that have done so much for the 
breed as Middlebrook Prince 33d.” 


Superintendent J. McCulloch writes that 
the herd is T. B. accredited and that all ani- 
males will be bangs tested within thirty 
days of the sale so they can be shipped any- 
where.
